Henry
McUowun, of Ilarre, Vt, woro buried together,
the husband having died of heart disease while
standing by his wife's coflhi. Tho steam-
ships Thauemoro and Oraumorc, of the John-
ston Lino, aro both overdue, and iu thu enso of
tbe former nearly all hope has been abandoned.

A TEMPEST.
Great Pnninge Done Along tlio Atlantic Coast,
A ptorm which almost ronched tho dignltyof

a cyclono commenced ou W'odncsday, Doc 17,
which did moic damage to shipping ou tho At-

lantic Coast than anything of thu kind has douo
in years. Tho storm extended into the interior
and in some places iu Virginia snow fell to tho
depth of three foot. Tlie city of PilUhurg, Pa.,
is snowed uudor, aud so aro many othor towns
and cities iu Ohio and Pennsylvania. Tho
storm was very severe-- in Washington, many
houses being uuroofud, among thorn being tho
Pension Otlico, a scctiou of tho roof of that
building hoing blown to a considorablo dls-tati- cc

In New York tho 6torm did immenso
damage, the tolograph aud telophono wires
being blown about liko straws. Tclcgraphie
communication with all tho principal cities of
tho country was interrupted, and It will bo
days before tho damage can ho repaired. Very
littlo loss of lifo is reported. Trains wore
Stopped iu Pennsylvania and Virginia, aud it
was several days before regular trips could bo
made. It was tho worst storm experienced for
many yean,

The Indian Tronblr.
Appcarauces indicate that' tho Indian up-

rising is about at au eud. Advicos from tho
scene of tho trouble say that 13G chiofs and
head men of tho bauds now at the agencies
have gono to the camp of tho hostilcs in tho
Bud Lands, on tho much delayed peaceful mis-
sion, to bring in tho hostilcs. and Gen. Brooke
says that tho news ho has received from the
Bad Lands leads him to beliovo that the mis-
sion will bo successful. Still, old Indian
fiuhtcrs assert that tho hostilos will reject all
peaceful counsel, and if strong enough will
"cleau out" tho friendly Indians as soon as
tiicy make their appearance. It is alho claimed
by thoso old frontiersmen that tho hearts of
tho "friendlics" may become bad when they
loarn of the numbor of "good Indians" that
tho cowlniys and settlers have made during tho
imst wcok, for quito a nninbor of hostilcs havo
been killed 2U having been reported as dead
thus far. Col. Suinuor reports that Sitting
Bull's band havo surrendered upon condition
that I hoy ho fod.

The end, however, of this uprising is not yet.
and fears arc entertained that hostilities will
Ik) prccipitatod by soma irresponsible parties.
Every ellbrt is being mado by tho military
authorities to call off tho settlers and cow-bov- s,

and Gen. Brooke thinks thoso efforts
will ba successful. Some of tho Indians, it
is haid, havo exproMotl thcmolvcs as deter-
mined to have vengence for the killing of thoir
kinsmen, and that they will not surrender un-

til compelled to. The cohl weather, howevor,
has u very depressing influence on the hostilcs,
and if it continues. r should it got colder.
thero is littlo doubt but that tho troublo wilUl
soon bo over i

To IUo by the (iHlllottne.
Tho jury In theco of Michael Eyraud and

Gabriollo Bompard, for thu murder f Tons-sai- nt

Gouffe, which has hecn trying tho case of
thoo murderers in Paris, Franco, for the past
week, brought iu a verdict on Saturday, Doc.
20. Eyraud was sentenced lo death by tho
Guillotine, nud GahricHc Bompard. his mistress,
to 20 years imprisonment at hard labor.

Tho crime was committed July 27, I8?9, in
the apartments of Gahriclle. Bompard. G outre
was a wealthy jeweler, who was paying atten-
tion to Gabriclle, and a plan was formulated to
murder him for hia money. When M. Gouffe,
the victim, entered her apartments upon tho
evening of tho murder lie-t- t in Gahriclle's lap
Eyraud was concealed Inrhind a partition. In
a playful way Grabriello slipped a girdle
around his neck, aud pae-iu- the ends through
a swivel in iho wall, handed them to Eyraud,
who pulled the cords and Gouffe was strung up
until he was dond.

Gabriollu's version of the cose was that sho
did not know oi Eyraud 'a intontion to com-

mit the crime until after the return homo from
ttinucr ukiu the evening of the murder. SIo
saul that ho thou threatened to kill her if fahu
gave an alarm. She said that Eyraud tried to
throw :t noote over Goufrb's hoad, aud that tho
jeweler, attracted by thu movements, behind
him, turned quirkly. Eyraud knocked him
down aud strangled him to death. After the
murder sho said that Eyraud cut the body in
pieces, put it iu a trunk and loft hor alone with
tho corpse in the room.

DEATH OF SITTING BULL
The Ofllclal Account or the Klllln? or the Great

)Irdlclne 3I.in.
Commissioner of Indian Affairs Morgan ho3

rocoived a report from Indian Agent Mc-

Laughlin, which is dated at Fort Yates, Stand-
ing Rock Agency, S. D., Dec 16, of the fight
hotweon tho Indian police and tho followers of
Sitting Bull on Dec. 15. Agent McLaughlin,
in this report, says that tho troops left Fort
Yates about midnight on the ltth for Grand
River, and that his Indian police, then stationed
at Grand River or en route, were instructed to
arrest Sitting Bull when the troops arrived
sutlicieutly near to afford tho police protection
in enso of rcsistanco to tho arrest of Sitting
Bull's band. Tho report continues: At day-brea- d

on Monday morning, the loth, the police
went to Sitting Bull's camp direct to his house,
and surrounded the house. A detail was ent
into thu house where Sitting Bull was sleeping
ou thu floor, the remainder staying outside.
They aroused him and announced their pur-
pose, at tho same timo raising hi:n to a sitting
position, and ho at first seemed inclined to offer
no resistance, and they allowed him to dross,
during which time he changrd his mind and
they took him forcibly from the house. By
this timo the police wo:c surrounded by
Sitting Bull's followers, members of the
gho6t dance, and the first shot was fired by
"Catch-the-Ilear- ," one of tho hostilcs, and
the Lieutenant of police, Bull Head, was
struck, tho fighting then hoenmo general;
in fact, it was a hand-to-han- d tight. Sitting
Bull was killed, shot through the body and
head in tho early part of the fight by Bull
Hod and Red Tomahawk, each of whom shot
nt him. Four policemen were killed outright
and threo wounded, oue of tho latter dying at
tho agency hospital this morning alter his re-

moval there. Bull Head, the Lieutenant of
police, is dangerously wounded, but may ro-cov-

Tho hostilcs lost eight killed and sev-

eral wounded, and were driven from the field
by tho police. 'Thoy Hod up Grand. River, leav-
ing their wivos and families and all thoir prop-
erty and dead behind them. Two troops of
L nited States cavalry (ICO mon) arrived on the
ground immediately after tho fight, which had
occupied less than half au hour, and took pos-
session of tho camp, its inhabitants, property
and dead.

The report then goos 'on to say tbat the In-

dian policemen who had been killed while ar-
resting Sitting Bull would be buried with mili-
tary honors, and alo that the remains of Sit
ting Bull woro iu the possession of the military
authorities nt Fort Yates.

Tho casualties of the fight were as follows:
Folicu force Bull Head, iu command, danger-
ously wounded (four wounds): Shave Head,
First Sergeant, mortally wounded, sinco dead;
Littlo Eagle, Fourth Sergeant, killed; Middle,
private, painfully wounded; Afraid of Soldier,
private, killed; John Armstrong, special po-

lice, killed. Hostilcs killed outright: Sitting
Bull, Black Bird, Catch the Hear, Littlo Assin-ahoi- ue

and Crow Foot (Sitting Bull's sou, 17
years old). Iho above are designated as very
had mon. Spotted Horn Bill, a chief; Bravo
Thunder, a chief, and Chase, wounded. Sev-

eral were badly wounded, but were carried off
by thoir friends.

Agent McLaughlin speaks in very high
terms of the judgment aud bravery of the In-

dian police, and he strongly recommends that
tho Government give them some substantial
reward for thoir sorvicc1?. aud ho urges that a
generous allowance ho made to tho families of
those who were killed. He asks the

of tho Interior aud War Departments in
securing prompt Congressional action "which
will secure to thcao brave survivors aud to tho
families of tho dead a full and generous re-

ward."
Besido tho Indian police, thero were fonr vol-

unteers. Gray Eagle, who is one of the judges
of the Court of Indian Otrenses ; Spotted Thun-
der, Otter Robe, and Young Eagle, who partici-jwle- d

in the fight, and rendered good service,
and who aro alao deserving of alike recogni-
tion. Gray, Eagle's two sisters arc the wives of
Sitting VmU, ami until about a year and a half
ago Iiu wag Sitting IJ nil's main support. The
agent Buy a that a large majority of the Indians
at .Standing Rock Agency, aro loyal to the Gov-
ernment, aud they express universal satisfac-
tion at the death of Sitting Bull, as it ends the
ghost crazn thero. Mr. McLaughlin thinks
that the death of Sitting Bull will result iu
much good by ending his evil influence, and he
expresses gratification over the loyalty of tbo
Indian police to thu Government. Sitting Bull
was arrested upon orders received by telegraph
from tho Commanding Ollieer of the Military
Division ofikg MJMouri.

Eeforo tho war Christmas was one day of all
days, or rather a pustoral Saturnalia tbat set
dull care at defiance. lroui Christmas Duy to
Twelfth-nigh- t jiopularly known a3 "Old
Christmas" tho only work douo was that of
charily or necessity. December was taken
up with getting ready for the holidays. Axes
raug merrily at overy wood'sido; wagons
piled high with ouk and hickory logs cut
deep ruts iu the soft plantation roads,
and at last mado them quagmires. Some-
times the wood-pil- e covered half an acre.
Children white nud black took perilous
ridosou the long, pliant saplings projecting
from each end. When it came to be cut
into firu lengths there was fun indeed. Thu
chnpjiers raced one witli another. On the big
hickory back-log- s they showed dark, per-
spiring silhouettes iu half-rim-s of gleaming
steel. So rapid wero their motions that the
oyo quite logt the outline of ax aud arm. That,
of course, only through tho race; but all day
the big logs melted into firewood that was
stacked and piled at the hack and front doors.
Wood-shed- s arc unknown there, but the saddle
houso was half-fille-d with clean, new, sweet-emclliu- g

chips to kindle fires with if there
camo rain or snow. Picking thorn up was the
children's part. When tho saddle-hous- e bank
got higher than their small heads, they began
to pile them in the kitchen, where black mam-
my was baking Christmas eake. Each basket-
ful was worth a lump of sugar, uot tho tasteless
white sugar of this era, but a generous hit as
big as your fist from tho heart of the hogshead
of live, coarse-graine- brown sweetness that
was not a month away from its native Louis-
iana plantation. Of course, there was white
sugar for frosting, and so ou.

All houses wero open houses. Tho young
folk went nightly from ono to another to dunce,
or nhiy tho old fashioned ring games. When
New-Year- 's camo, tho most pious people
watched it in with hymns and prayers. Thoso
not so pious danced tho old year out, aud
slept deeply into the morning of tho new
ono. So timo flew velvet-winge- d till Twelfth- -
night came. There was littlo dauciug or play
upon it, partly bocauso of weariness, more
because everybody wanted to be fresh for
tho 8th of January balls. "Jackson's Day"
raukod with tho Fourth of July. Whoso
did not honor it was poor-spirite- d indeed. So
cards and question games engaged tho merry-
makers until midnight struck. Then every-
body scrambled after a lantern-beare- r to the
cow pen to find out whothcr or not cuttlo
really did kneel upon Old Christmas. Deri-
sion lay usually in the mind of tho investigator.
Believers iu the tradition found the attitudes
of tho resting ruminants wonderfully devout.
Infidels declared there could not bo much
worship in kneeling upon hams. Tho disputo
was lively enough to keep all bauds awako till
they got home. The darkies never doubted.
Indeed, their faith in cow prayers was only
equalled by their faith in tho devil's mark on
a hog. Insldo tho foreleg thero aro fivo small
curious indentations that tho negroes say show
whero tho dovils wont in to possess them. If
tho holes get filled witli foreign substanco tho
animal pines and dies.
